Chieago’s three adult victims of infan- 
tile paralysis yesterdey volunteered rfl 
Sive their blood for the cure of children 
in the city and coynty hospital, The 
blood will be used as a serum and by its 
prompt injection into the bodies of the 
small syfferers Dr. Kari Meyer hopes to 
cure all who now are his patients,

hospital, who have volunteered their

Each of these three, according to Dr. 
Meyer, has passed the critica! stage of 
the disease and no longer is in danger. 
From each 150 cubic centimeters of blood 
will be withdrawn, probably today. The 
preliminary tests have been made and 
the patients are said to be in a proper 
condition for the slight ordeal. _ 

After the blood has been .withdrawn 
and converted into a serum it will be 
administered in injections of five cubic 
centimeters each, This is a sufficient, 
quantity to care for every patient in the 
Durand and county hospitals and still 
leave a little for research work and new 
cases as they come in. 

Dr. Clifford Wells of Durand hospital 
has been assigned to research work and 
is understood to be attempting to de- 
vg oP a serum which may be secured 
f:.m animals as in the case of diphtheria 
-ntitoxin and tetanus serums. 


Treatment to Begin Today. | 
Extraction of the bioed from the vol- 
unteers and the use of serum on _ the 
younger patients may begin today. Dr. 
Meyer takes the view that about the 
only treatment of the disease which can 
be called at all positive is the serum 
treatment. There is no commercial 
serum to be had. 

The county hospital reported that it 
still maintained its record of but ene 
death from the disease, although a new 
patient just entered tested all the re- 
sources of the medical staff and was not 
expected to live through the night. The 
case was an advanced one when it 
reached the hospital. ke 

Tubercular patients in the county hos- 
pital are being moved out to Oak Forest 
and the wards in the “T. B.” building 
given over to the infantile paralysis 


cases as they come in. An additional 
ward was thrown open te them iast 
night. 3 


Acting under direction of President Pe- 
ter Reinberg of the county board, the.

Dozens of new heds were bought and 
made ready for the children. More 
nurses are being detailed to the work. 


No Epidemic, Robertson Says. 
“The city heaith department,’’ said

could not force ite use except in the 
event of a real epidemic. There is no 
epidemic in Chicago as our department 
maps show. The cases are widely scat-

* We can only warn against insanitary 
conditions and filles, which it appears 
can be carriers of the disease. That is 
the reason we are coming down so hard 
on the groceries, bakeshops, fruit stands, 
restaurants, and similar places. Al- 
though the disease is not epidemic, we 
do not care to take chances, either with 
it or with typhoid, which is just now 
much more nearly epidemic.” 

Health department records disclose 
that since the fight against infantile 
paralysis started 300 homes in Chicago 
have been placed under quarantine. 

These 300 are families who were in 
New: York when the epidemic broke out 
and returned at once to Chicago. On 
information from New York health au- 
thorities the 300 families were kept un- 
der observation. About half of them 
still are under quarantine.

Health Chief Points to Need of 
Safeguarding Health of 
School Children. 


R. JOHN D. ROBERTSON, health 

commissioner, yesterday issued 
an appeal to parents to take 
every possible step to safeguard 
the health of Chicago’s 450,000 
children who will be starting to school 
within a few weeks. He urges coépera- 
tion with the school physicians and 
nurses to discover defects and remedy 
them. In part his appeal reads: 

*‘Do you, mother, appreciate that the 

brain of your child may ve tremendous- 
ly handicapped by a. faulty stomach, 
weak heart, flabby muscles, diseased 
kidneys or liver, or a dozen other dis- 
orders or bad habits? 
“Do you know that a very large per- 
centage of school children suffer from 
physical defects which, if discovered 
and treated, can be entirely cured? 

‘We want to make it plain that these 
serious disturbances often begin in 
slig... ones. One ear may be affected, 
not noticeably, because the hearing of 
the other is good. Attention would 
save it. ' |

Sixty per cent of the cases of typhoid 
fever reported during the week were

After compiling the figures yesterday 
Health Commissioner Robertson issued 
a special warning to tourists and vaca- 
tionists. Dr. Robertson said that the 
disease is chiefly contracted from food 
and drink, and he advised all vacation- 
ists to take the anti-typhoid treatment 
before leaving the city. Persons who 
are unable to pay for the treatment 
may obtain it free at the Iroquois 
Memorial hospital, 23 North Market 
street. 

Dr. Robertson also advised automobile 
tourists to carry with them calcium hypo- 
chiorite tablets for treating drinking 
water. The tablets may be obtained at 
the health department, with full direc- 
tions as to.their use.

It was reported Friday night a war- 
rant charging embezzlement had been 
obtained for Bibbs’ arrest by Waltcr B. 
Brown, general manazer of the com- 
pany. Mr. Brown denied, however, that 
a warrant had been obtained. 


Shortage of $50,000P 

According to a story in an afternoor 
paper the shortage was estimated at close 
to $50,000. It also stated that the empiloyé 
under suspicion owns real estate worth 
about $20,000 and other property which 
would amply cover the shortage. It also 
stated that the employé had been separat- 
ed from his wife and had spent large sume 
of money on three other women, for each 
of whom he had purchased an automobile. 

‘Mr. Bibbs has been a trusted employé 
for a long time and has been favored with 
a handsome salary by the company,” said 
Mr. Brown.

In addition, three 
seasons of the Russian harvests are locked up be- 
hind the Dardanelles. The United States had an 
exportable surplus of 300,000,000 bushels last year. 
This year it is cut to 90,000,000 bushels, wit& tke 
crops of the consuming nations poorer than last year.

There has always been a controversy as to 
whether the city was consigned to the flames 
by Napoleon or by Rostopchine. But the “ Me- 
moirs” of the latter’s eldest daughter, Natalie 
Narishkine, printed for private circulation, and 
which I have had the opportunity of perusing, 
leave no doubt about the fact of the conflagra- 
tion having been ordered by the count, his prin- 
cipal agent in the affair being his son, Count 
Sergius Rostopchine, who was his private sec- 
retary; the chief of police of Moscow, named 
Boker, and a trusted retainer of the governor 
general, named Voronenko. :

Voronenko was killed by the French while 
applying the torch to various buildings, gran- 
aries, warehouses, and palaces. But Natalie 
Narishkine, in her book, gives in facsimilie a 
written order of her father on the steward of 
his property at Moscow, dated 1819, telling him 
to pay 6,000 rubles to the widow of Voronenko. 
Gen. Count Rostopchine never regretted what 
he had done and extolled Voronenko and those 
others who had lost their lives in setting Mos- 
cow aflame as patriots whose names deserved to 
be recorded in gold on the pages of Russian his- 


For he rightly held that by setting the city on 
fire, and especially by putting the torch to the 
great metropolitan granaries, where the supplies 
for the winter had been accumulated, the con- 
tinued sojourn of the French army in Moscow 
was made impossible, separated as it was by so 
many hundreds of miles from its base of sup- 
plies. :

Tt is difficult to understand why so much fuss 
should be made in the house of commons at 
Westminster over the demand for the deprival 
of the reigning Duke of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, of 
the Duke of Cumberland, and of Prince Albert 
of Schleswig-Holstein of their English honors 
and of their places in the line of succession to 
the throne of Great Britain. 

Both the Duke of Cumberland and the reign- 
ing Duke of Saxe-Coburg Gotha have been ex- 
pelled. from their membership of the Order of 
the Garter; and their prospects of ever becom- 
ing next heir to the throne of England are so 
exceedingly remote that they are hardly worth 
considering. igo :

The old Duke of Cumberland, who on being 
banned from the Order of the Garter was at the 
same time deprived of 
his commission as gen- 
eral of the English 
army, has been under 
restraint since the be- 
ginning of the war, it 
is said, and has not 
been able to take 
active part either in 
the military operations 
of the central powers 
or even to give official 
expression of sympathy 
for the Germans. His 
wife is the youngest 
sister of Queen Alex- 
andra. | . 

With regard to the nee of Saxe-Coburg 
Gotha, he undoubtedly deserves the measures 
the English house of commons is extorting from 
the government and from the crown concerning 
him. | | 
For, although brought up at Eton, as an Eng- 
lish boy, a brother of Princess Alice (wife of 
Prince Alexander of Teck, who is a brother of 
Queen Mary and who is fighting at the front in 
the English army), the duke has gone out of his 
way to denounce the land of his birth and to 
congratulate the kaiser on every advantage he 
obtained against England in the early stages of 
the war. | ! 

The only reason for hesitation about his de- 
prival of the title of Duke of Albany and of his 
remote rights of succession to the crown of 
England, as a grandson of Queen Victoria, is 
that his widowed mother, the Duchess of Al- 
bany, makes her home in England and is in 
the receipt of an annuity of $30,000 from the 
British treasury, besides being accorded by the 
English crown the use of the palace of Clare; 


As for Prince Albert of Schleswig-Holstein, he 
has, in spite of his German citizenship.and the 
{intimacy of his relations with the reigning 
house of Prussia, purposely refrained, ever since 
the beginning of the present war, from taking 
up arms against Germany’s foes and, with the 
kaiser’s authorization, has remained all along 
in Berlin to succor the English sick and wounded 
who have. been taken prisoner. 

He has no English peerage but merely an 
.English order of Knighthood, namely, the grand 
cross of the Order of the Bath. 

Ang here, too, the fact that his elder brother 
lost his life while fighting under the British 
flag in the Boer war and that his mother is the 
most kind hearted, philanthropic, and popular of 
all the princesses of the reigning house of Eng- 
land (namely, Princess Helena, sister of Edward 
VIL) might have served as an excuse for re- 
fraining from taking any steps against him. 

They are steps which tn the case of the Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg Gotha and of the Duke of Cum- 
berland will requifte special legislation by both 
houses of parliament and by the crown at a 
juncture when every moment of the time of par- 
Hament is needed for business of a far more 
serious and important character to the British 
empire. | 

The Asquith cabinet hag allowed itself to be 
badgered by certain members of parliament into 
taking up the matter and of promising to take 
‘steps to deprive these three princes of their 
Mingitsh honors and prerogatives.

HE amount of food a person should 
eat is determined by his weight and 
age, the amount of work he does, 
the season of the year, and in some 

small part by the efficiency of his 

digestive and nutritive apparatus. | 

Since a good part of the food eaten goes 

to make heat, the fuel value of the food 

eaten In zero weather should be nearly 
wice as great as that of the days when 
the mercury flirts with 100.. A man doing 


as compared with the 2,000 required by a | 
man lying quietly in bed. Other things 
eing equal, the amount of food a person 
requires varies with the weight, and for 
at least two reasons the amount of food 
required per pound of weight, highest in 
the first year of life, lessens year by year 
so long as life lasts. 
A baby increases his weiglit nearly 800 
per cent in the first year of his life. The 
rate of growth diminishes each year 
thereafter. Growth requires food in rel- 
atively large quantities. That is one 
reason why a person requires more food 
a pound of weight in his first year than 
at any subsequent time. 
A baby takes more exercise, works 
harder than an older person. Laziness is 
progressive. It increases from the cradle 
to the grave. That is a second reason 
why a baby requires more food a !“mnd 
than does an older person. 
A calorie is the unit of measurement of 
food value. Protein is the substance nec- 
essary for growth and repair of tissues. 
When we are comparing foods we cannot 
reckon in gross weights and measures, for 
foods vary in concentration and in food 
value. We must speak in calories and 
grains of protein. This is not so much 
of a bar to understanding as it seems. 
There are tables available which show 
the calories and grains of protein of near- 
ly every food and certainly of each group 
of foods. . 
But aside from that people should be 
willing to learn the values of foods and 
to measure them accurately, since on such 
accuracy hangs the welfare of babies and 
older children, the possibility of the obese 
becoming thin and of the thin getting fat. 
| aa 

Dr. Knox concludes his paper on ‘‘ The 
Diet of Children After Infancy,’ read be- 
fore the American Medical association, by 
agreeing with Prof. Mendel when he asks 
why physicians take so much care in 
measuring their doses of drugs, which are 
administered only occasionally, and so 
little care in measuring their food pre- 
scriptions, which are to be followed daily. 
Furthermore, Dr. Knox says that if the 
food of children be accurately measured 
and allotted a considerable proportion of 
drugs now freely dispensed can be omit- 
ted. 

Locke says that a child 2 years of age 
requires 42 calories for each pound of 
weight. The requirement for a child 4 


si |years of age is 37 calories a pound; for 


one 8 years of age, 30 calories. The per 


i | pound requirement of a child 2 years of 
fi], age is nearly one and a half times that of 


child 8 years of age. 

A child 2 years of age weighing 26.5 
pounds should eat food containing 1,113 
calories in a day. One 8 years of age, 
weighing 54.8 pounds, should eat 1,635— 


#\Only one and a half times the quantity 


required by the mere baby of 2. The 
number of grains of protein required by 
the 2 year old is 1,469, nearly three 
ounces; of the 8 year old, 2,350, a little 
more than four and a half ounces. 

The chief, source of animal protein is 
milk, white of eggs, and the lean of meat. 
The chief source of vegetable protein ig 
bread, cereals, peas, and beans. 

Knox says that not more than 61 grains 
of protein a pound of weight should be 
contained in the daily ration of a young 
child. Of this one-half should be in the 
shape of milk, eggs, and lean meat. Chil- 
dren past 8 years of age shouid not take 
over 35 grains of protein a pound of 
weight. The oldera person grows the less 
should be the proportion of his protein 
obtained from animal sources and the 
higher that from vegetable sources. 

A younger child requires More fat a 
pound of weight than does an older one. 
Cammerer gives the proportions as 61 
grains a pound for a 2 year old and 380 
grains for a 10 year old. 

As a child grows older there is an in- 
creasing need of starches and sugars, but 
this scarcely keeps pace with the increas- 
ing weight. The minimum requirement 
of sugars and starches a pound of weight, 
according to Locke, is 750:to 1,200 grains. 

A baby 2 years old should have a quart 
of fluid a day (drinking water and food). 
A child of 7 should haye three pinta.

“in order to disperse the vague appre- 
hensions.”

The mysterious resignation of For- 
eign Minister Sazonov, “on account of 
ill] health,” which followed suspiciously 
close upon the ratification of the agree- 
ment, has aroused very meager com- 
ment and considerable blauk space on 
the pages of the oppositional press, no- 
tably in the Riech. The semi-official 
Novoe Vrema, known as the weather- 
cock of the governmental policy, pub- 
lished a somewhat belated editorial on 
the occasion of the Russo-Japanese 
festivities at Yokohama.

Some recent events call the attention ! 
of investors to the need of care when 
placing their: funds in insurance stocks. 
The strict supervision which all the states 
. }exercise over insurance leads many people 


to believe that these stocks are not sub- 


ject to the ordinary risks of business. In 


Illinois, at least, this is true only in part. 


The state guards the interests of policy 


holders, but pays little attention to stock- 


holders, 


The greatest risk to the investor is in 
the organization period. Between the 
time when a company obtains a charter 
and the day it gets a license it is under no 
supervision whatever. It is not even re- 
quired to make reports of its financial 


condition. The investor who buys shares 
at this time intrusts his money absolutely 


to the hands of the promoters. 


It be- 


hooves him to be sure that they are 
capable business men, experienced in in- 


surance and in the handling of large sums 
of money. | 

After a company receives a license the 
state insurance department examines it 


from time to time and receives and audits 
its annual reports. The laws of Illinois 


do not, however, vest the superintendent 


with power to enforce his recommenda- 


tions. 


If a company’s capital is found 


impaired the state official can recom- 

mend economy, but cannot require it. 
When depletion of assets has gone far 

enough to threaten the policy reserves the

C. Brown, president of the South 
Shore Country club and former president 
of the National and Central A. A. U.., 
Siegel's mark will stand as a record ip 
open water. 


Rivals Impede Each Other. 

When Siegel hit the water there were 
five timers in row boats at the finish. The 
race was a nip and tuck affair between 
the winner and Kenneth Huszagh of the 
C. A. A: Each fnterfered with the other 
during the entire distance, but Referee 
Brown said each was equally to blame, 
and the contest was vrieeae, Site pane te 
by the referee. 


Siegel and Huszagh hit the ~water at} 


the same time. Each employed the crawl 
stroke, and there was little to choose be- 
tween them for half the distance. After 
each had interfered with the other in the 
last twenty-five yards, Siegel got the 
best of the fouls and won by a scant foot. 

Siegel also captured the 100 yard swim 
in easy fashion, winning two of the three 
events staged for men.

wife of the former Illinois A. C. plunger, 
was third. 

Miss Greenberg, who ateobell the dis- 
tance in :44, was the only one of the three 
contestants to hold her course. Miss Dun~- 
ning and Mrs. Brown swam out of their 
lanes, got tangled up with the rope on the 
side of the course, and had to be urged on 
by other swimmers to finish. Miss Green- 
berg won easily. 

The only other race was the 220 yard 
swim, which was won by Augustus See- 
ger of the Hamilton club. Richard Mayer 
of the C. A. A. was second and D. L. 
Jones of the Illinois A. C. third. The 
winner covered the distance in 2:52 2-5.

JAP TENNIS STAR 


BEATS JOHNSTON 
~ FOR CASINO:CUP 


. Newport, R. I., Aug. 19.—Ichiya Ku- 
magae of Tokio, oriental tennis cham- 
pion, furnished the biggest sensation of 
the season today by wresting victory 


from William M. Johnston of San Fran- 


cisco, national champion, in the finals 
of the annual Casino cup tournament. 
It was a brilliant five set match, in wh'ch 
both experts went to the-lmit of their 
skill to achieve the mastery before the 
amazing steadiness and endurance of 
the oriental champion gained him vic- 
tory, 6—1, 9—7, 5—7, 2—6, 9—7. 

The victory gives Kumagae a leg on 
the Casino cup, the trophy put up last 
year when R. Norris Williams II. of 
Philadel phia wae the first time winner. 

Johnston and Clarence J. Griffin, na- 
tional doubles champion, later in the 
day were defeated in the doubles final 
by Wallace F. Johnson and J. J. Arm- 
strong of Philadelphia, 4—6, 6—-2, 6—1. 


Kumagae Wins by Steadiuness, 

Kumagae begam the first set with an 
exhibition of placing which the Califor- 
nian could not equal. The Japanese 
placed his long shots from the back 
court, hitting the dropping balls with a 
topping stroke and gas bd g‘tting an 
* out.” 

In the second set the jnathebad cham- 
pion lost his service and when the Japa- 
nese followed with a love game it was 
apparent that Johnston was worried. He 
was not sure of his own placements, and 
Kumagae’s driving line shots seemed to 
puzzle him when he attempted to take the 
net. 

With the.games five to three against 
him, Johnston showed a flash of brillian- 
cy and brought the games to five-all by 
wonderful shooting to deep court. Inthe 
end Kumagae’s persistent steadiness 
gained the advantage, as Johnston, who 
was tiring, kept cutting the ball off too 
short to the net, = the Jap won the 
frame, 9—7. 


Johnston in Fast Rally. 

Johnston made a good beginning the 
third set. He stuck to the net, crossing 
Kumagae’s drives and keeping him on 
the run. He led 5—2 in games, but the 
Japanese rallied and sdeuced the score 
at 5 all. Johnston won the set, 7—5, b 
smothering his rival. .The fourth fou 
Johnston still working with good effect. 
He ran up a 3 to 1 lead, and, by varia- 
tions of pee Gnd: a foes Park hand. 
won the frame, 6—2. 

Kumagae continued his unruffied play, 
whiel the American showed signe of 
weariness and took his time to get into 
position between the rallies. The Jap 
took the set by. winning the fifteenth and 
sixteenth games.

White Sox Batting Heroes. 

Edward Collins, Jackson, and Felsch 
were the lads who pounded out the 
telling singles, and Fournier delivered 
the elongated fiy. Felsch’s drive was 
the turning point of the game, for it 
came with E. Collings and Jackson on 
the runway, and was the provocative 
cause of Magee’s costly heave. | 

Cicotte pitched airtight baseball in 
eight of the nine innings, and probably 
would have shut out the Yankees but 
‘for an accident in the eighth inning. 
Miller led off with a liner over second 
base, which hit the ground and hopped 
past Hap Felsch for three bases, pav- 
ing the, way to the only New York run 
It also unsettled Cicotte temporartly, 
and he had a tough time getting 
through that round.

Felsch 
started the inning with a. walk and, 
Jacques was uptosacrifice, but Baumann 
played right on top of the plate for the 
expected bunt. Fournier took a toe hold 
and tried to soak the ball past him. In- 
stead it went straight at the third base- 
man, who managed to pinch it and had 
an easy double play on Felsch at first. 
Another double play wrecked an opening 
which the same Baumann gave the Sox 
by throwing Cicotte’s bounder way to 
first in the third inning. 


How Game Was Won. 

The fourth brought the break. E. Coi- 
lins led with his second single. Jackson 
hoisted a Texas leaguer back of second 
and it fell Just out of Peck’s grasp. In- 
stead of sacrificing, Felsch mauled a sin- 
gle over second, driving in E. Collins. 
Magee tried’ to get Jackson going to third, 
but the ball shot under Baumann and let 
Mr. Joe scare, Felsch going around to 
third, from Where he registered the third 
tally on Fournier's long wallop to Miller. 

That was all for the Rowlands. They 
made only one more hit off Mogridge in 
the next four innings before the southpaw 
gave way to a pinch hitter in the eighth, 
letting Shawkey finish.

Cicotte pitched the Yankees out with 
two hits in seven innings and one of those 
was due to @ blunder by Fournier, who 
went after a bounder that would have 
been easy for Collins and let Walters 
beat it to first.

This presupposes that 
it is cooked sufficiently and in the right 
way. Cold porridge is palatable enough 
for anybody with cream alone.

Wash 
a cup of pear! barley and put it on to boil. 
When done add to the liquor; also a tur- 
nip, carrot, onion, anda lttlecelery. Boil 
until the vegetables are tender and serve.” 
Grated raw carrot on the top of this soup 
improves the flavor and adds much to the 
appearance. There was enough of the 
stock, probably a large kettle full, so that 
the broth was thin. A single pound of mut- 
‘ton shoulder, the fat and skin removed 
before it is cooked in two quarts of water, 
will flavor a barley liquid sufficiently for 
a delicate soup, but three pounds are often 
used. To preserve some of the strength 
of the meat, which may be taken out and 
used with a gravy or a curry saute, 
gaute it in hot fat and add boiling water 
to cook it. Left over barley porridge may 
be used for thickening a broth. 


.. Barley Candy. 
So-called barley candy usually con- 
tains no infusion of barley. A real and 
deliciously soft barley candy, good for 
children, may be made as follows: Strain 
one cup of barley water, add to it two cups 
of sugar, stirring the two together until 
they boil, being sure that the sugar is 
thoroughly dissolved. This will spin a 
long thread before it cooks atall. Cook 
until this thread will keep its form fn 
cold water, no matter how finely spun. 
| Pour out op a greased plate or into small 
' molds, using. small muffintins perhaps. 

Stick a skewer into one candy muffin an4é 
give it to the child right after a meal 
for a sucker—his dessert. Do not give 
it betweem meals. You can pull this candy 
if you choose. It ie soft and dblead with- 
out any flavoring. Do not allow to boil 
up on sides of pan as it will crystaliize.

Rolled Oats Cookies.

at that temperature. In three or four 
hours the contents of the pitcher will be 
foamy. Mix with a spoonful of lard and 
flour sufficient to make a medium dough; 
knead well, shape into ioaves, and when 
risen, bake. ‘This will take three-quar- 
ters of an hour or an hour. This bread is 
easy to make and is delicious when done 
properly.

HE August meteors are the Perseids.

The earth begins to meet the August 
meteors about the middle of the month 
and from thén on an observer may be 
fortunate to see two or three. or morea 
minute, coming into the earth’s atmos- 
phere and being burned in the friction 
which this protective envelope creates in 
the passage of a celestial body hitting it 
at the speed at which the shooting stars 
travel. 

If tonight. be clear it ought to furnish 
observation with a sight of these celestial 
particles going to destruction.

The swarm is not compact but is strung 
loosely throughout the whole orbit. 
Meteors rush into the air from outer 
space with high velocities, often as much 
as forty miles a second. At this speed 
the air offers great resistance. In a 
twinkling they are melted and glowing 
from .the flerce friction. Meteors which 
strike the earth head on burn high in the 
air, 60° to 100 miles up, but those which 
come up and overtake it sometimes reach

More Ministers in 
Making Than Ever . 
for All Creeds. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON, 
HICAGO 1s rapidly becoming the 
center of theological education in 
the United States. . 

Every denomination is display- 

ing activity in building up its 
theological seminaries and in erecting 
new buildings. The days when the de- 
cline of the number of candidates for 
ministerial education was deplored, not 
go many years ago, seems to be passing. 
One theological seminary in Boston re- 


centhy declined to receive fifty candidates | 


who were all college graduates, because 
the bullding was already overcrowded. 


Im Chicago the activity is marked. On | 
the campus of the University of Chicago ; 


the Baptists, Congregationalists, and the 
Disciples are at work. The Baptista are 
erecting a new building to cost $200,000, 
the corner stone of which was laid in 
June.
